1” To pay for $49,000,000 worth of es- 
sential improvements within the next five 
years, the civic administration will have 
to increase the mill rate in Edmonton in 
the course of the next year or so. 

This is the statement of Commissioner 
D. B. Menzies who presumably speaks for 
his colleagues as well as for himself, 

There is nothing particularly frighten- 
ing about an increase in taxation. Un- 
pleasant as it may be to most property 
owners, none can escape the fact that it 
costs money to equip a growing city for 
ati)) further growth. 

It is a fundamental business axiom that 
one must spend money to make money. 
And if Edmonton is going to provide a 
civic plant to accommodate a quarter or 
half million population, there must be 
fome extensive initial expenditure so that 
the city may expand and, in expanding, 
gecure more taxpayers to share the load. 

But, inevitable as temporary tax in- 
creases may appear, no one should accept 
those increases without the most careful 
scrutiny to see that every possible 
economy has been secured, 

In other words, before the civic ad- 
ministration asks the taxpayer for more 
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money, that administration should be 
able to assure the taxpayer that every cent 
of his money is being spent in the most 
useful and productive way. 

To that end the administration should 
apply the principles of an overall civic 
survey which was approved by council a 
year and a half ago but which has not yet 
been put into effect, 

For more than a year, The Edmonton 
Bulletin campaigned for a town planning 
survey. And now, as a result of that sur- 
vey, town planning is being established 
in Edmonton on a scientific and expert 
basis for the first time in the city’s history. 

For more than a year, The Bulletin 
urged the necessity for a more econoniical 
type of paving on residential streets. As 
a result of these insistent demands, an 
asphalt type of paving is being tried out 
on these streets and, if it stands up, it 
will save the city hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

A growing city must not be afraid of 
innovations. 

And a competent and expert outside 
survey of Edmonton's administrative sys- 
tem could very easily save this city millions 
of dollars as the town planning and paving 
innovations promise to do. 


Chamber’s Drive for Membership 


One of the greatest dangers that can 
face any chamber of commerce is that it 
might become a closed corporation de- 
voted to maintaining the status quo rather 
than to efforts of civic expansion, 

The Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 


’ proposes to avoid that pitfall with a cam- 
‘ paign for increased membership. 


Because the Chamber of Commerce hus 
been one of the most useful institutions in 
the community, there should be ready 
and eager response to the decision to raise 
the current membership from 1,200 to 
1,500. 

This decision is particularly valuable 
jn view of the fact that Edmonton’s in- 
terests are expanding just as its popula- 
tion is expanding. 

If the Chamber, for instance, had 
possessed the human material to create 
a lively and enterprising oil section two 
or three years ago, the oil picture in Ed- 
monton might have been considerably dif- 
ferent to what it is today. 


And the headquarters of oil companies, 
instead of establishing themselves or re- 
maining in Calgary, might have been pro- 
vided with space to locate in Edmonton 
close to their operational fields. 

A chamber of commerce is not a gov- 
erning body and should not attempt to be 
a governing body. 

But it represents a cross-section of 
public opinion which should exercise a 
wholesome influence and be able to present 
valuable data on matters of interest touch- 
ing the community’s welfare wherever 
and whenever it is required. 

A chamber of commerce is a vital in- 
strument of civic growth. 

In that function, the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce has made a substantial 
contribution to Edmonton’s expansion 
over the past few years. 

It can only continue to make that con- 
tribution if it grows as Edmonton grows 
and broadens and Edmonton’s interests 
inevitably broaden over the years.

Nevertheless, the sickly sentiment 
which prevailed in this girl's trial and the 
verdict of the jury is significant because 
it indicates how even the rule of law can 
be perverted by a few people who allow 
themselves to be momentarily swayed by 
a@ foolish appeal to their emotions 

The fact that a court accepted Carol 
Ann Paight’s plea of temporary insanity 
and the further fact that few vociferous 
zealots have made a heroine of her seems 


it very clear that mercy killing, as 
a social problem, is enlarging at a tre- 
mendous on this continent. 

It is going to plant a very substantial 
fear in the mind of every ailing person 
that 1eurotic relative may walk in 
at any time and cure the disease with a 
shotgun. 

This ill-balanced girl is going to go free 
with the notion, implanted by a senti- 
mental court, that she possesses the right 
of life and death over any sickly person 
who has the misfortune to be dear to her. 

And every ill-balanced person, with a 
similar delusion, is going to be encouraged 
in the same dreadful idea by this highly 
improper and highly dangerous verdict.
